These latter as- 
sume that the German Americans 
take over the United States as ad- 
Vance agents for Hitler.

If Stalin should cause the Russian army 
to lay down its arms tomorrow, the act 


would cast no reflection upon the gal-

Stalin to ask a lot of Britain and the 
United States. 

But nothing could be simpler or easier 
than for Stalin to knowingly ask for more 
than the British and Americans can give 
and then use their enforced refusal as a 
reason for making a separate peace with 
Hitler, 

Hitler would welcome such a nego- 
tiated peace. Doubtless his agents are 
busily trying to turn Russian minds 
towards just such an expediency. 

The Moscow conference can make or 
break the course of events in Europe. It 
may inspire the Russians to continue with 
renewed vigor and effectiveness. It may 
take the Russians out of the war com- 
pletely and turn Hitler, in full strength 
and fury, once more against the western

Wool Grading 
Advice Given 


In accordance with the wool grad- 
ing regulations, each farmer's of 
rancher's lot of wool this year af- 


ter being received at an authorized 
|} wool warehouse will have been 
| graded in accordance with Cana- 
| dian wool standards. Following 
| trading, a wool grading statement is 


made out, one copy of which is mail- 


led to each farmer who has Con- 


signed wool. In some cases the 
wool buyer failed to properly tag 
each farmer's lot and in such Cases 
it has not been possible to furnish 
the producers with a wool grading 
Statement, 

The wool grading statement is 
important as it enables the farmer 
to ascertain the quality and grade 
of his wool. Regardless of breed, 
sheep produce wool true to their 
breeding. If sheep are poorly fed, 
woo] may lack the necessary staple 
strength. If sheep are housed around 
straw stacks or are fed from poorly 
constructed feeding racks, or hay, 
straw or chaff is thrown over their 
backs a portion of each fleece will 
go into the seedy or chaffy selec. 
tion, If breeding ewes are allow- 
ed to run in old orchards, back 
lanes, along the river banks or other 
out of the way places where burrs 
are growing, the wool will become 
contaminated with burrs and again 
a portion of the fleece will go into 
the burry selection. 

This year’s grading statement 
should be kept on file or at least put

for August indicate that gn addi- 
tional 32,478 visitors attended the 
Manitoba park last month. 

“An important feature of these 
figures,” the superintendent said, “is 
that the increase applies to visitors 
from the United States as well 
to Canadians, The national parks 
@re playing a prominent part in 
maintaining the value of Canadian 
exchange.” 

Stead said the Banff-Jasper high- 
way, of which “every mile reveals 
vistas of grandeur such as can be 
equalled in few other places in the 
world,” is playing its part in draw- 
ing visitors, and announced 
new motior pictures, featuring out- 
standing mountain scenery of Yoho, 
Banff, Radium and Jasper, will be 
widely circulated in Canada and 
the United States. 

The national parks system, which 
began with a reservation of square 
miles at Banff in 1883, now extends 
from British Columbia to Cape 
Breton Island and includes an area 
of more than 29,000 square 
visited by about 1,000,000 
every season.
